known when the council meets In ad­ 
journed session one week from to­ 
morrow night. 
In the ev ent, howev er, that Mr. An­ 
drews is successful, he has announced 
positiv ely that he will at once extend 
the line to the eastern limits of the 
city, and now Judge Broomall's repre­ 
sentativ es are as emphatic 
in the 
statement that they will do likewise 
in the ev ent Mr. Andrews “falls down” 
on his contemplated merger and the 
old owners again take possession nf 
the property. 
Messrs. Hamner and Cashman hav e 
already secured estimates as to the 
cost of constructing the extension of 
the road from 
Fifth and 
Hancock 
streets to the new shop grounds, and 
the same has been forwarded to Judge 
Broomall for his approv al. 
These estimates include ev erything 
connected with the building of the ex­ 
tension—rails, ties, poles, wire, labor 
etc., and it is confidently anticipated 
that Judge Broomall will giv e it Tis 
immediate approv al, with instructions 
to begin the work at once and push it 
forward to the earliest completion pos­ 
sible. 
What route the line will trav erse 
eastward from Fifth 
and 
Han^'cK 
streets is at present a matter of mere 
speculation. 
It was said some time 
ago that 
the extension 
would run 
south on Hancock street to Sixth, 
thence east to the shops, but this is 
not assured by any means. 
It will he necessary 
for Messrs. 
Cashman and Hamner to first obtain 
the right of way, and it is possible 
some route other than Sixth streH 
would be preferable. Regarding this, 
howev er, nothing will be known until 
some time this week, when It Is cer­ 
tain that if Mr. Andrews is not pre­ 
pared to proceed with the work .iudgc 
Broomall's representativ es will take 
hold of the matter and push It in ev ­ 
ery way possible. 
Mr. Hamner stated that the track 
could he laid and put in operation 
within three weeks after the securing 
of the right of way and placing of all 
of the material on the ground. 
He 
was not prepared to say at Just what 
time cars would be running to the 
shops, but felt confident that the ex­ 
tension would be completed early in 
December, if not by the first of that 
month. 
The authentic news that the exten­ 
sion is to be constructed in the v ery 
near future is not only good news for 
the Missouri Pacific shopmen, but for 
the entire city, and especially for the 
merchants of Greater Sedalia.

of a striker. 
Bailey, James Forsha. 
William Moon and Gertrude Biggs en­ 
ticed Ferguson to Fifteenth and Ceii- 
ral streets and there he was killed 
Bailey was tried and conv icted in 
une, 1904. He was sentenced to bo 
hanged July 13. July 7 he was gi\en 
respite and his hanging set for Sep­ 
tember 11. Four days before that date 
le was giv en another respite until Oc­ 
tober 21.

DEATH OF A GIANT. 


The Negro Who Was All Bones 
and No Muscle. 


WAS TRULY A ‘‘MONSTRISITY ’ 


Height, 8 Feet 9 Inches—The Tallest 


Human of Which Medical 
Men Have Record. 


Bud Rogan, the colored monstrosity 
of this city, is dead, says a Gallatin, 
Tenn., writer. 
He was known far and near as the 
living skeleton, and thouswids of peo­ 
ple have viewed him with amaxem ent 
Bud was a giant yet a skeleton. 
His correct measurements were: 
Height, 8 feet 9 inches (by far the 
tallest human of which medical men 
have record). 
Weight, 105 pounds. 
Reach 
(arms 
outstretdied), 
119 


inches—5 inches 
greater 
than his 
height. 


From crotch to knee, 31 inches. 
From knee to heel, 28 inches. 
From knuckles 
to 
tip of middle 
finger, 7 inches. 
Finger nails, size of a 25-cent piece. 
Length of feet, 16 inches. 
His body w^as of extra large frame, 
yet a person with an average size hand 
could span around any of his limbs. 
The most peculiar thing about this 
human wonder was the fact that he did 
not have a muscle in his entire anato­ 
my. 
Nor did he have much flesh, 
his frame being figuratively speaking, 
skin and 
bones. 
He 
had what is 
technically 
termed 
acromegaly, 
a 
gradual “pining" away, or wasting of 
fiesh, and for which there is no known 
remedy. 
Bud began losing fiesh about 20 
years ago, and in an almost incredibly 
short period was reduced to skin and 
bones, in which condition he remained 
until his death a few days ago—his 
demise being from an unknown cause. 
Up to the age of 15 years he was a 
day laborer and could perform the 
work of two able-bodied men, but in 
every other respect he was not unlike 
any ordinary negro. 
He was never 


sick a day and never suffered any 
pain 
or 
unpleasantness 
when the 
strange 
malady overtook him—nor 
even afterward. 
At first the emacia­ 
tion came so slowly that he paid lit­ 
tle attention to it, although frequently 
reminded of it by his associates. 


One night in the spring of 1885, 
alter a hard day’s work, he retired, 
feeling as well as usual, but about 
midnight he awoke, screaming with 
fright and saying he “felt his flesh 
crawling.” From that time to the day 
of his death he never walked a step 
nor stood alone. 
Tn this almost 
helpless condition 
Bud remained at home two years. He 
constructed a wagon, the material be­ 
ing carried to his bed. 
He then pro­ 
cured a pair of goats and with this 
outfit set out to make a living, his 
widowed mother being quite old, a 
cripple and very poor. 
Bud had his 
goats under perfect control, and could 
drive them anywhere, 
his favorite 
place being the depot where he met 
all trains and received many hundreds 
of dollars in gifts from the curious 
traveling public.

Judge Howard Gray, in the Jasper 
county circuit court, has sustained a 
motion to q uash the information in 
the appealed case of the city of Joplin 
against Louis Jacobs, and incidentally 
handed down a decision that is suffi­ 
ciently 
sweeping to knock out 
the 
wine room ordinance, 
the recently 
enacted restaurant ordinance, and all 
city regulations other than those li­ 
censing saloons and prohibiting the 
sale of liq uors to habitual drunkards 
or minors, says Friday’s Joplin Globe. 
In its effect the decision is the most 
sweeping that has come from the cir­ 
cuit bench in this county in a long 
time. 
in which Louis Jacobs was conv icted Fourtli street. 
in police court of maintaining a wine 
--------------------------- 
room In which females were serv ed j 
Quarter size collars sold at Barnes- 
with liq uors. 
Mr. Jacobs appealed ^ Kern Clothing Co. 
the action on the ground that the ordi­ 
nance transcended the authorities and 
powers of the city gov ernment. 
The 
m atter was argued at length before 
Judge Gray yesterday, after the filing 
of a motion to q uash, and sustained 
the motion, accompanying it with a 
v erbal opinion he held that the only 
powers delegated to cities by tlie Mis­ 
souri statutes were tu fix a license fee 
and prev ent the sale of liq uors to 
minors and persons of drunken habits. 
Under the ruling a number of cases 
now pending in the circuit court, ap­ 
pealed from the police court, will go 
by the board when they come to trial. 
It is almost certain that the city will 
appeal from the decision and secure 
a supreme court ruling in the matter. 
The statutes do not mention “regu­ 
lating” dramshops, but another state 
law giv es the power to regulate “tip­ 
pling places.” 
'The court holds that 
there is a wide distinction between a 
dramshop and a tippling place, and 
that Mr. Jacobs* place of business Is 
a dramshop. 
The city contends that 
under the law in reference It has the 
right to regulate the dramshop as a 
thing identical in meaning with that 
of tippling place. 
When seen last night about the 
outcome of his case, City Counselor 
George J. Grayson expressed himself 
as follows: 
“The wine room ordinance that we 
hav e was copied 
literally from the 
Denv er ordinance, which the supreme 
court of the United States held good 
in the case of Cronin v s. Adams in 
19 03. 
*The statute of Colorado gav e 
Denv er the right *to prohibit, restrain, 
tax and regulate the sale of intoxicat­ 
ing liq uors.’ 
The supreme court of 
the United States held that the wine 
room ordinance was within the power 
of the city as a regulation of the sale 
of such liq uor. 
“The Missouri statute, relativ e to 
cities of the third class, section 5857, 
giv es the council power in one part of 
the section to collect a license tax on 
dramshop« and saloons and in another 
part of the same section giv es 
the 
council power To license, tax, regu­ 
late or suppress tippling houses,* but 
in that place does not say dramshops 
or saloons. 
Judge Gray held that a 
tippling house was different from a 
dramshop or saloon, and did not ex­ 
tend to dramshops or saloons. 
“W’e contended that tippling house 
and dramshop should be considered 
the same thing. A tippling house has 
been defined in v arious states and by 
v arious co urts as a place where intox­ 
icating liq uors are sold by the dram. 
The terra has not been defined in this 
state. It is a v ery close q uestion, and 
Judge Gray may he right. 
“If the power to regulate does not 
extend to dramshops in this state and 
hi this city, then the last ordinance 
that we passed on the subject in re­ 
lation to coHimtinicating doors is v oid, 
and we wotild be unable to regulate 
them at all except as to the sale of 
liq uors to minors and habitual drunk­ 
ards and possibly Sunday closing. The 
decision of Judge Gray was based on 
a q iK Hiion of law and an appeal would 
1m* inexpensiv e, 
in fact, $25 would 
cov er all costs of an appeal, and 
I 
think it would he worth that much to 
the city to know whether or not we 
hav e power to regulate saloons.

and

childhood, he has breakfasted 25,000 
tim es, as well as dined and supped. 
Supposing th a t he has taken three 
cups of coffee or tea a day, one a t 
each m eal, he has 
consum ed 75,000 
cups of either beverage. If he smoked 
th ree cigars a day he w^ould have con­ 
sumed 
the 
enorm ous 
quantity of 
54,750 cigars, which, at 5 cents apiece, 
would m ean th a t $2,737.50 w*ent up in 
smoke. 
A t the rate of a pound of

he has

Yautia was well k nown to the na­ 
tives of the West Indies long before 
the landing of Columbus and was cul­ 
tivated by the Carlbs when the Span­ 
iards first arrived. Its starchy , tuber­ 
ous root, which is the part that is 
good 
to 
eat, 
look s somewhat lik e 
a sweet potato, and is six or eight 
inches long, with a diameter of a 
couple of inches. 
When 
cut 
into 
pieces and boiled it resembles a boil- 
ed white potato in appearance. 
The people of Puerto Rico use the 
root as a substitute for the potato, 
usually boiled, though there are sev­ 
eral other way s of preparing it for 
the table. 
It costs one and a half to 
two cents a pound—twice the price of 
taro root, which itself is used as a 
food throughout the West Indies. The 
plant has long, spear shaped leaves
